II.  ECONOMIC  POLICY,  PLANNING,  AND  RESEARCH  UNIT 

Governor's  Council  on  Economic  Development 

This  is  a  new  program  funded  by  the  Legislature.  The  council  will 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  includes  20  members  representing 
the  following  sectors  of  the  economy:  natural  resources  extraction 
and  processing  industries,  small  business,  tourism,  agriculture, 
education,  conservation,  public  interest,  financial,  pro- 
fessional, economic  development,  and  organized  labor.  At  least 
four  will  represent  small  business.  The  council  will  sponsor, 
review  and  evaluate  state  economic  development  problems  and  pro- 
grams, develop  a  biennial  economic  conditions  report  and  sponsor 
appropriate  research  and  action  on  economic  development  issues.

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Council  on  Science  and  Technology 

This  is  a  nev;  proqran  funded  by  the  Legislature.  The  council  will 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  includes  eleven  members  all  with 
scientific  and  business  backgrounds.  The  council  will  have  the 
following  responsibilities:   (1)  develop  a  short-term  (1-5  year) 
and  a  long-term  (5-20  year)  list  of  research  priorities  related 
to  economic  development;  (2)  identify  current  scientific  work 
related  to  economic  development;  (3)  evaluate  the  need  for  new 
industrial-research  facilities.  Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
commercializing  existing  research  and  on  the  orocessing  of  agricultural 
products.

Census  and  Economic  Information  Center 

The  Census  and  Information  Center  (CEIC)  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  is  the  lead  agency  of  the  Montana  State  Data  Center,  which 
is  a  federal -state  cooperative  program  with  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the 
Census.  The  CEIC  serves  as  a  central  location  for  businesses, 
government  agencies,  and  the  general  public  to  obtain  population  and 
economic  information  for  research,  planning,  and  decision-making 
purposes.  The  data  dissemination,  research,  and  analysis  activities 
of  the  CEIC  are  based  on  information  from  a  variety  of  state  and 
federal  agencies,  with  the  principal  sources  being  the  U.S.  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis,  and  the 
Montana  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry.

Montana  Economic  Reporting  and  Forecasting  System 

This  is  a  new  program  to  complement  the  existing  economic  research 
programs  of  the  Bureau  of  Business  and  Economic  Research  (BBER).  A 
committee  of  university  economists,  representing  all  the  major  units 
will  be  created  to  supervise  the  development  and  implementation  of  a 
new  economic  reporting  and  forecasting  model  that  will  provide  the 
small  business  community  more  timely,  accurate,  and  comprehensive 
information  than  is  currently  available.

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III.  DEVELOPMENT  FINANCE  PR0GR/U1S 

The  1983  Leqislature  approved  a  series  of  development  finance  proqrans  to 
be  administered  by  the  seven  member  riontana  Economic  Development  Board. 

Hb  100  -  In-state  investment  of  the  coal  tax  trust  fund 

This  act  implements  Section  3  of  Initiative  95 
(adopted  by  the  voters  in  fiovember,  1982),  which 
calls  for  the  creation  of  an  in-state  investment 
fund  to  be  administered  by  the  Montana  Economic 
Development  Board.  Specifically,  1-95  requires 
25%  of  all  coal  tax  revenue  generated  after  June 
30,  1983,  to  be  invested  in-state.  Loans  will  be 
made  through  financial  institutions  rather  than 
directly  to  Montana  businesses.  The  State  will 
finance  uo  to  SO:,  of  a  loan,  while  the  financial 
institution  will  carry   the  remaining  portion. 

HB  700  -  Umbrella  industrial  revenue  bonds  for  small 

business This  act  authorizes  the  issuance 

of  pooled  industrial  revenue  tax  exemot  or  tax- 
able bonds,  with  individual  loans  limited  to 
$800,000  and  all  bonds  limited  to  a  total  of  $25 
million.  The  program  will  be  administered  by  the 
flontana  Economic  Development  Board  and  will  include 
an  insurance  program  for  the  loans,  but  not  the 
bonds.  All  loans  must  be  originated  by  a  bank  or 
other  financial  institution,  which  will  subsequently 
retain  ]0%   of  the  project's  financing. 

HE  871  -  Large  project  industrial  revenue  bonds This  act 

is  virtually  the  same  as  HB  700,  with  three  major 
exceptions:   (1)  the  limit  on  project  is  raised  to 
$10  million;  (2)  the  bonding  limit  is  raised  to  S50 
million;  and  (3)  financial  institution  participation 
is  optional  for  projects  over  $1  million. 

HB  733  -  Pooling  of  municipal  bonds This  act  authorizes  the 

Montana  Economic  Development  Board  to  pool  debt  of  local 
governments  and  raise  funds  for  purchase  of  local  debt 
by  issuing  bonds  and  notes  payable  out  of  loan  re- 
payments. Single  loans  may  not  exceed  $500,000.00.  Loan 
payments  may  be  backed  by  a  State  insurance  prooram.

HB  685  -  Certification  of  Montana  Capital  Companies This 

act  promotes  the  availability  and  investment  of 
development  capital  through  the  creation  of  Montana 
Capital  Companies,  which  will,  in  turn,  make  equity 
investments  in  small  flontana  businesses.  The  bill 
will  also  provide  tax  credits  for  investments  in  these 
Capital  Companies.  Individual  investors  may  receive 
a  25^  credit  (up  to  $25,000)  for  their  investment. 
The  maximum  tax  credits  for  all  companies  may  not  exceed 
$1  million  for  each  of  the  next  two  biennia.

Three  other  related  development  finance  bills  were  also  approved.  They  will 
be  coordinated  with  the  programs  of  the  Montana  Economic  Development  Board 
but  administered  by  separate  boards.  They  are: 

HB  721  -  A  new  health  facility  authority  board  is  authorized 
to  issue  revenue  bonds  to  finance  the  construction 
or  renovation  of  hospitals  and  other  health  facilities. 
The  board  may  not  borrow  or  issue  bonds  exceeding  $50 
million  for  any  two  year  period.

HB  316  -  A  Montana  Agricultural  Loan  Authority  Board  is  created 
to  sell  tax  exempt  bonds  to  finance  loans  to  farmers 
and  ranchers  through  financial  institutions.  The  program 
is  based  on  the  Iowa  Loan  Authority.

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HB  371  -  The  Legislature  also  gave  the  existino  Board  of  Invest- 
ments the  authority  to  authorize  investments  in  Montana 
businesses  that  do  not  clearly  meet  existing 
statutory  requirements.  Sucn  investments  are  not  to 
exceed  10:  of  any  fund  from  which  the  investments  are 
made.  This  act  is  permissive  and  could  be  apolied  to 
10%  of  approximately  SI  billion  of  state  trust  funds.

Business  Development  Assistance  Program 

This  program,  greatly  expanded  by  the  1983  Legislature,  will 
increase  the  State's  capacity  to  provide  technical   assistance  and 
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information  to  small  businesses,  particularly  small  manufacturers. 
Such  information  might  involve  training  opportunities,  federal 
contract  leads,  and  sources  of  loan  and  grant  funds.  Technical 
assistance  would  be  provided  by  contracting  with  private  sector 
consultants.  This  assistance  could  cover  such  subjects  as  financial 
packaging,  marketing,  product  testing  and  development,  and  quality 
control.  The  program  will  also  prepare  and  publish  a  new 
Directory  of  Montana  Manufacturers  and  provide  training  in  loan 
packaging  in  cooperation  with  President  Reagan's  Small  Business 
Economic  Revitalization  Program.

Assistance  to  Local  Development  Organizations 

This  program  will  expand  the  capacity  of  the  Department  of  Commerce 
to  deliver  technical  assistance  training  and  grants  to  communities 
in  their  efforts  to  work  with  small  businesses  at  the  local  level. 
Training  would  be  directed  toward  two  different  groups:  (a)  local 
leaders  responsible  for  organizing  and  maintaining  local  development 
efforts  and  (b)  professional  staff  of  local  organizations  who  must 
provide  technical  skills  to  local  development  efforts.  Special 
emphasis  will  be  placed  on  assisting  the  existing  small  business 
community  rather  than  focusing  on  recruitment.  Further  technical 
assistance  would  include  assistance  from  state  staff  in  assembling 
the  basic  "tools"  necessary  in  the  community  and  cost-sharing  grants 
for  specialized  expertise  necessary  to  carry  out  a  specific  local 
development  project.

The  49th  Parallel  Institute 

Established  by  the  Montana  State  University  and  housed  in  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  the  Institute's  office  provides  a  liaison 
between  the  Governor's  ad  hoc  committee  on  Canadian  relations  and 
offices  of  Canadian  federal  and  provincial  governments.  The 
general  purpose  of  the  Institute  is  to  improve  U.S. -Canadian  rela- 
tions. Specifically,  the  Institute  is  engaged  in  projects  aimed 
at  strengthening  cooperative  mechanisms  in  the  areas  of  trade, 
tourism,  trans-boundary  pollution,  and  education.  The  Department 
of  Commerce  has  contracted  with  the  Institute  to  study  the  impacts 
of  Canadian  export  assistance  programs,  technology  centers,  the 
timber  industry,  and  financial  incentives  for  regional  economic 
development  in  western  Canada.

State  Small  Business  Conference 

The  Statewide  Conference  on  Small  Business  was  held  at  the  Sheraton 
Hotel  in  Great  Falls,  Montana,  on  September  27th  and  28th,  1982. 
Preceding  the  September  event,  six  local  conferences  were  held  across 
the  state  and  served  as  "feeder  forums"  for  issues  and  delegates. 
In  addition,  each  legislator  was  encouraged  by  the  Governor  to  appoint 
a  delegate  to  the  statewide  conference,  thus  providing  a  minimum 
attendance  of  150.  Provisions  were  also  made  for  interested  observers 
to  participate. 

A  special  feature  of  the  statewide  conference  was  a  live  satellite 
video  hookup  with  Washington,  D.C.  The  hour  long  program  was  moderated 
by  S.B.A.  Chief  Advocate  Frank  Swain  and  featured  Senator  Max  Baucus 
(D-Montana)  and  Representative  Andy  Ireland  (D-Florida),  reoresenting 
the  House  and  Senate's  respective  small  business  sub-committees.  Broad- 
cast arrangements  were  made  through  the  U.S.  Chamber  of  Commerce's 
Biz  Net  studios. 

The  conference  delegates  produced  48  recommendations  in  six  categories 
dealing  with  legislative,  policy,  and  rule-making  issues  of  concern  to 
Montana  small  businesses. 

A  second  small  business  conference  is  planned  for  the  fall  of  1984  and 
will  be  sponsored  by  the  recently  appointed  Governor's  Council  on 
Economic  Development.

Mansfield  Foundation 

The  Maureen  and  Mike  Mansfield  Foundation  was  established  to 
formally  link  the  Maureen  and  Mike  Mansfield  Center  at  the 
University  of  Montana  and  the  Mansfield  Center  for  Pacific 
Affairs  --  two  institutions  initiated  to  commemorate  Mike 
Mansfield,  Montana's  long-time  senator  and  current  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  Japan.  The  Foundation  will  serve  not  only  as  the 
major  fund  raising  and  disbursing  agent  of  the  two  Mansfield 
Centers,  but  also  as  a  single  focal  point  for  organizing  co- 
operative research  projects  and  ether  related  efforts.  Initial 
fund  raising  will  be  directed  toward  two  goals  --  construction 
of  the  new  Mansfield  Center  for  Pacific  Affairs  facility 
and  establishment  of  endowments  to  support  each  Center's  programs, 
which  are  briefly  described  below:

Montana Built  on  a  solid  foundation  of  existing  programs 

and  courses,  the  Center  will  offer  instruction  and  research 
opportunities  in  two  major  areas  --  Asian  studies,  and  ethics 
in  public  affairs.  Highlights  of  the  former  include  a  student 
exchange  program  with  Japanese  universities  and  a  significant 
expansion  of  Asian-related  library  holdings.  The  latter 

will  emphasize  the  study  of  values  and  their  relationship  to 
public  institutions  and  policies. 

-  Mansfield  Center  for  Pacific  Affairs....  From  its  headquarters 
on  Flathead  Lake,  the  Center's  activities  will  focus  on  develop- 
ing a  better  understanding  of  the  strategic  and  economic  impor- 
tance of  the  Pacific  Basin  nations  to  one  another.  In  addition, 
the  Center  will  collaborate  with  the  Mansfield  Center  at  the 
University  of  Montana  and  other  universities,  museums,  and 
institutions  to  develop  and  co-sponsor  programs  of  mutual  interest 
and  benefit  in  the  United  States  and  other  Pacific  nations.

Group  Travel  Promotion 

Group  Travel  is  responsible  for  initiating  and  maintaining  productive 
contact  with  the  travel  trade  industry.  Personnel  advertise  in  specific 
and  various  ways  to  attract  national  and  international  tour  groups 
to  Montana.  A  "Group  Tour  Planning  Guide"  is  published  yearly  and 
sent  to  group  tour  operators.  Staff  members  attend  travel  trade 
shows  and  conduct  familiarization  tours  for  tour  brokers,  tour 
wholesalers  and  travel  agents.  Group  Travel  targets  its  market  to 
include  Canada  and  western  and  midwestern  states  for  winter  and 
sunner  group  tours.

The  Hard  Rock  Mining  Impact  Act  of  1981  requires  the  developer  of  a 
proposed  large-scale  metalliferous  mine  to  prepare  an  impact  plan 
which  identifies  the  project's  anticipated  impacts  on  local  govern- 
ment services,  facilities,  revenues  and  expenditures.  The  impact  plan 
is  to  include  a  schedule  specifying  when  and  how  the  developer  will 
meet  any  net  increase  in  local  government  costs  that  are  expected  as 
a  result  of  the  mineral  development.  The  Hard  Rock  Mining  Impact  Board 
is  to  facilitate  the  overall  implementation  of  the  Act  and  is  to 
resolve,  through  a  formal  hearings  process,  any  differences  between 
the  developer  and  the  affected  local  governments  concerning  the  impact 
plan.  The  Board  is  also  authorized  to  administer  two  separate  grant 
programs,  one  of  which  has  not  been  funded;  the  other  deals  with  the 
local  government  and  economic  impacts  of  future  mine  of  smelter 
closures  but  does  not  take  effect  until  July  1,  1985.

VI.  LABOR  TRAINING  PROGRAM 

On  October  1,  1983,  CETA  will  be  replaced  with  the  new  Job  Training  Partner- 
ship Act  (JTPA),  in  a  move  designed  to  transfer  program  administration 
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responsibilities  from  the  federal  government  to  the  states.  Under  the 
JTPA,  public  and  private  sector  representatives  will  cooperate  to 
develop  and  implement  job  training  programs  to  meet  Montana's  special 
needs.

VIII.  SMALL  BUSINESS  PROCUREMENT  SET  ASIDES 

The  Montana  Small  Business  Purchasing  Act  of  1974  v^as  enacted  to  ensure 
that  a  fair  portion  of  State  purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies  and 
services  is  placed  with  small  businesses.  The  Act,  Section  18-5-301 
through  18-5-308  of  the  Montana  Code  Annotated,  allows  each  State  agency 
to  designate  specific  commodities,  equipment,  or  services  as  small 
business  "set  asides"  when  there  is  a  reasonable  expectation  that  bids 
will  be  obtained  from  at  least  three  small  businesses  capable  of  furnishing 
the  desired  property  or  service  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  price.  Services 
rendered  by  registered  professionals  --  i.e.,  accountants,  attorneys, 
architects,  etc.  --  are   prohibited  from  being  designated  as  set  asides.

IX.  TAX  INCENTIVES 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  business  and  industry  to  the  health  of  her 
economy,  Montana  has  implemented  a  number  of  industrial  tax  incentives. 
These  incentives  include  primarily  (1)  property  tax  exemptions  and  re- 
ductions, and  (2)  individual  income  and  corporate  license  tax  credits  and 
exemptions. 

Among  the  property  tax  incentives  are  property  assessment  reductions  for 
new  or  expanding  manufacturing  industries  and  for  certain  remodeling  pro- 
jects; property  tax  rate  reductions  for  qualified  "new  industries"  and  for 
air  and  water  pollution  control  equipment;  and  certain  property  tax 
exemptions  for  business  inventories  and  "freeport  merchandise"  --  merchandise 
produced  outside  Montana  which,  while  in  transit  through  Montana,  is 
temporarily  consigned  to  a  Montana  storage  facility. 

Individual  income  and  corporate  license  tax  incentives  include  credits  for 
new  or  expanding  corporations  and  for  certain  investments  and  exemptions 
for  domestic  international  sales  corporations  (DISCs)  and  for  investment  in 
a  Small  Business  Investment  Company.

I.   FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

A.  Regular  Loans 

Most  of  the  SBA's  business  loans  are  made  by  private  lenders  and  then 
guaranteed  by  the  agency.  There  is  no  limit  on  the  loan  size  but 
SBA's  guaranty  cannot  exceed  $500  thousand  or  90:  ,  whichever  is 
smaller.  The  interest  rate  is  set  by  the  lender  and  the  term  cannot 
exceed  25  years.  Loans  for  working  capital  seldom  exceed  7  years. 
Although  loans  may  be  for  any  worthwhile  purpose,  the  agency  prefers 
to  be  considered  a  fixed  asset  lender. 

B.  Soecial  Loan  Programs 

1)  Local  Development  Company  Loans  (502  Programs) 

-  Loans  are  made  to  groups  of  local  citizens  whose  aim 

is  to  improve  the  economy  in  their  area.  Loan  proceeds 
may  be  used  by  the  development  company  to  assist 
specific  small  businesses  for  the  purpose  of  plant 
acquisition,  land,  machinery,  and  equioment. 

2)  Certified  Development  Company  Program  (503  Corooration) 

-  The  program's  purpose  is  to  help  communities  by  stim- 
ulating the  growth  and  expansion  of  small  businesses 
within  a  defined  area  of  operation.  Certified  Develop- 
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ment  Companies  are  authorized  to  sell  debentures  oer- 
taining  to  an  identifiable  small  concern  with  SBA's 
lOO'/c  guarantee.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  each 
debenture  will  be  used  for  plant  acquisition,  con- 
struction, conversion  or  expansion  for  each  identifiable 
small  business  concern. 


3)   Disaster  Assistance 


-  When  the  President  or  the  Administrator  of  the  Snail 
Business  Administration  declares  a  specific  area  to  be 
a  disaster  area.  Physical  Damage  Disaster  Loans  are 
available  from  SBA.  They  are  made  to  homeowners, 
renters,  and  businesses  to  repair  or  replace  damaged 
or  destroyed  homes,  personal  property,  and  businesses. 

4)   Surety  Donds 

-  SBA  is  authorized  to  guarantee  to  a  qualified  surety 

up  to  90  percent  of  losses  incurred  under  bid,  payment, 
or  performance  bonds  issued  to  contractors  on  contracts 
valued  up  to  $1  million.  The  contract  may  be  used  for 
construction,  supplies,  or  services.   (This  program  is 
administered  in  Denver,  Colorado.) 

Small  Business  Investment  Companies  (SBIC's) 

Their  major  function  is  to  make  "venture"  or  "risk"  investments 
by  supplying  equity  caoital  and  extending  unsecured  loans  to 
small  businesses  which  meet  their  investment  criteria.  SBICs 
are  privately  capitalized  and  obtain  financial  leverage  from 
SBA.  They  make  both  straight  loans  and  equity-type  investments. 


II.  MANAGEMENT  ASSISTANCE 

A.  SCORE  and  ACE  (Service  Corp  of  Retired  Executives  and  Active  Corps 
of  Executives) 

These  groups  help  small  business  executives  solve  their  operating 
problem  through  a  one-on-one  counseling  relationship. 

B.  Small  Business  Institutes  (SBI's) 

At  each  SBI  (located  on  university  and  college  campuses),  senior 
and  graduate  students  at  schools  of  business  administration,  and 
their  faculty  advisors,  provide  on-site  management  counseling. 
Students  are  guided  by  the  faculty  advisor  and  SBA  manaoement 
assistance  experts.  They  receive  academic  credit  for  their  work. 

C.  Small  Business  Development  Centers  (SBDC's) 

These  university-based  centers  draw  from  resources  of  local,  state, 
and  federal  government  programs;  the  private  sector,  and  university 
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facilities  to  provide  managerial  and  technical  helo,  research  studies, 
and  other  tyces  of  specialized  assistance  to  small  businesses. 

D.   International  Trade  Counseling  and  Training 

SBA  v;orks  closely  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  and  other 
aovernment  agencies,  and  with  private  organizations,  to  helo  develop 
programs  to  aid  small  firms  in  doing  business  abroad.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  practical  application  of  successful  exporting  and 
importing  procedures  to  small  business. 

III.  PROCUREMENT  ASSISTANCE 

Federal  Procurement  Specialists  in  SBA  offices  throughout  the  country 
counsel  small  businesses  on  how  to  prepare  bids  and  obtain  prime  contracts 
and  subcontracts,  direct  them  to  government  agencies  that  buy  the  products 
or  services  the  small  firms  supply,  help  them  get  their  names  placed  on 
bidders'  lists,  and  assist  in  obtaining  drawings  and  specifications  for 
proposed  purchases.   (Administered  in  the  Denver  Regional  Office.)  SBA: 

-  helps  federal  agencies  to  direct  government  subcontracts 
to  small  businesses; 

-  helps  private  contractors  to  direct  federal  subcontracts 
to  small  businesses; 

-  refers  qualified  small  businesses  to  federal  prime 
contractors; 

-  monitors  the  granting  of  federal  contracts  to  small  firms 
by  federal  agencies.
